Lt. Gov. Hugh Cross and 
Ben Berve Among Those 


Getting Out of Race 


Withdrawals from, the Illinois 


April primaries featured the po- 
litical news from Springfield Sun- 
day, the abandonment of activi- 
ties to secure nominations on the 
respective party tickets being an- 
nounced by Secretary of State 
Barrett after the deadline—mid- 
night Saturday had passed. 


The most important of these 


withdrawals, from 
a state-wide 


basis, was that of Lt. Gov. Hugh 
W. Cross, who had renounced his 
intention of attempting to dis- 
lodge Gov. Dwight H. Green from 
his titular leadership of the state 
Republican party. 


In a statement issued just four 


hours before the midnight with- 
drawal deadline, Cross said, "I 
have withdrawn as a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
governor. 


"I became a candidate at the 


urgent insistence of many friends 
who believed that my experience 
and qualifications entitled me to 
advancement in the cause of bet- 
ter government in Illinois. 


"Bluntly and frankly, I have 


not received the financial and 
moral support necessary to con- 
tinue with my ambition to further 
serve Illinois at this time." 


Another decision to pull out of 


the coming primary of especial 
local interest is that of Ben Berve 
of Rochelle, who withdrew from 
the contest for state central com- 
mitteeman from the 16th congres- 
sional district and at the same 
time announced his renunciation 
of a desire to be either a delegate 
or an alternate delegate to the 
Republican nominating convention 
in Philadelphia.

More than 30 barges contain- 


ing in excess of 3,000,000 gallons 
of petroleum products and 28,000 
tons of coal have been stalled in 
this reach of the river for a week. 


Two powerful Mississippi river 


towboats driving in tandem were 
behind a steel barge fitted as a 
battering ram in efforts to break 
a way through the ice.

Illinois Birth Rate 
Soars to New Peak 


For the second successive year 


the Illinois birth rate has reached 
a new high. Dr. Roland R. Cross, 
state director of public health, 
announced today that 191,866 live 
births were registered m Illinois 
duimg 1947 with a corresponding 
iate of 233 births for each 1,000 
inhabitants. 


Dr. Cross said that there has 


been a great boom 
in 
births 


throughout the 
entire 
United 


States ever since the fall of 1946. 
Because of this, Illinois will very 
likely still be among the states 
with the lowest birth rates, just 
as in 1946, when it ranked 45th. 
The boom has been gradually re- 
ceding since the October 1946, high 
point. The outlook for 1948 is a 
continued recession in the birth 
rates. 


The 92,230 deaths m the state 


in 1947 account for a general 
death rate of 11.2 deaths per 
1,000 population. 


"While this is higher than m 


1946 death rate of 10.8, the in- 
crease is not alarming," Dr. Cross 
stated. 
"Greater mortality from 


heart disease accounts for almost 
all of the increase. 
Increasing 


mortality from heart disease is 
evidence of the fact that our 
population is 
aging 
and 
that 


gi eater efforts in the prevention 
and management of heart disease 
offer the only hope of preventing 
a steady rise in the general death 
rate "

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My Impressions of 
Post War Europe 


By MRS. C. WAYLAND BROOKS 


When the Senate Appropriations 


Committee planned its trip to 
Europe, I asked my husband if it 
would be possible for me to to 
along. I knew, of course, that I 
couldn't go officially and would 
have to pay all of my own ex- 
penses, but at least we could share 
the trip back and forth across the 
Atlantic and our paths would cross 
occasionally on the continent. 


Curly had said that this would 


make his fourth trip to Europe 
and he didn't want to go again 
for many years, sq_ it seemed to 
me It was now or never. 
We 


realized that the trip would be 
expensive both in 
energy 
and 


money and that accommodations 
were far from ideal and travel 
conditions difficult. 
I was de- 


lighted when several of the other 
wives decided to go, but Mrs. 
Bridges and I were the only ones 
who finally made the trip. She 


delightful 
traveling 
proved 
a 


companion. 


This diary was kept as a record 


for 
my 
children, family 
and 


intimate friends as I realized this 
would be a most interesting trip. 


Oct. 8, 1917—Sailing — We are 


off — the huge ropes have been 


untied and the 
: gang planks are 


up. 
The S. S. 


America is off 
to sea. It is too 
grey to see the 
city very well, 
although by the 
time we get to 
the end of the 


Mrs. Brooks 
Island the sun 


comes out as it sets and then the 
lights begin to come on in the tall 
buildings. I really have a lump in 
my throat as I watch the Statue of 
Liberty fade into the darkness. 
There are many 
sad 
goodbyes. 


There must have been two thou- 
sand people on the pier to see us 
off and we can still see them at 
least a half hour after we pull out 
Into the Hudson. One Priest stands 
near us and waves his handkerchie 
as if he were crossing himstelf un- 
til It Is almost dark. Who knows 
but what he was. 


Five days later — It is. amazing 


how the days slip by so com- 
fortably. We can't realize we are 
almost to Ireland. I am terribly 
thrilled to have a chance to see 
the Emerald Isle. We think this 
ship is the heighth of luxury and 
the service and food is excellent. 


Oct. 15, 1947 — We are up at 


dawn to see Ireland. It is truly as 
green as an emerald and an old 
castle stands on a cliff guarding 
the harbor at Cobb. I am very 
excited to have my first glimpse 
of the old world and Curly is up 
to share the morning with me. 


We disembarked later in the 


day at Cherbourg where we saw 
two huge freighters unloading coal 
from the United States. I only 
hope the French know we are ship- 
ping so much coal to them. 


We rode to Paris with Senator 


and Mrs. Bridges in a convertible 
exactly like mine at home. 
• * • 


We drove through Normandy 


with the top down and Curly and 
I bundled up In the back seat as 
it was very cool. The houses were 
quaint and very old. mostly of 
stone, many of the pocked with 
shell fire but almost all of them 
have a pot of red geraniums in the 
window. They use old pear trees 
grown flattened out against the 
houses as decorations. Even in the 
poorest farmyards you see these 
artistic touches 
The fields were 


full of cattle and sheep and flocks 
of geese and ducks in the villages. 
The children we saw, while shab- 
bily dressed, looked fat and rosy. 
The drought evidently hasn't been 
so bad in this section. There were 
mar.-" =<'""<: of r>]entv hore with I 


the barns full of wheat and hay. 
One thing 1 shall never forget were 
all the women working in the 
fields, doing very hard work, dig- 
ging potatoes, loading wagons with 
beets and carrying water to the 
cows tethered in the tiny fields. 
We saw many men riding bicycles 
and tiny two-wheeled carts 
to 


town and I wondered why they 
didn't stay home and help the 
women with the work. 


The saddest part of the trip was 


the war cemeteries. 
We visited 


five American ones and passed a 
British one. It made us all ter- 
ribly sad to see those fields of 
white crosses. 
We took a side 


trip to Omaha Beach, which was 
where the first landing was made 
on the Normandy invasion D-day. 
An officer, who had been there 
that day, described that horrible 
blood bath. 
The beach is still 


littered with steel skeletons of 
machines and out in the surf are 
the hulls of many ships sunk that 
morning to break the force of 
the heavy seas that came up un- 
expectedly and nearly ruined the 
landing. 
Dolores Bridges had a 


brother in the landing.

On the shore is a monument to 


the dead which notes they died to 
"Save 
Democracy." 
W* 
had 


lunch in the sand there with some 
sandwiches made of rather stale 
bread from the ship, but the men 
who came from Paris were in 
ecstasies over it, likening it to 
cake. 
We were to learn later 


how horrible the French bread is. 
We got into Paris just at dusk 
to find lovely rooms at the Ritz 
Hotel. The luxury of these amazed 
me as the Germans used this hotel 
during the occupation. They must 
have left it as it was for they 
have real linen on the beds, hand 
embroidered and in matching sets 
— there was priceless porcelain on 
the mantels — in all, the most 
elaborate hotel room I had ever 
seen. We hurried to a reception 
at the Embassy and later had our 
first French dinner of snails reek- 
ing in garlic — very delicious. 


Oct. 16, 1947 — Dolores and I 


spent almost the whole day at 
Versailles while 
our 
husbands 


worked. The Palace is gorgeous 
and the Hall of Mirrors where the 
treaty of Versailles was signed is 


country girt an* loved simplicity 
more than the formal court life. 


That night w« dined at the 


"Mpnseignor." It was almost like 
a Jewel box with red velvet walls 
and ceiling. 
There were crystal 


chandeliers, lovely silver service 
plates and candelabra on each ta- 
ble, 
indirectly lighted oil paint- 


ings and many violinists about 
the room playing gypsy music. 
About as we were ready to go 
home the lights went low and 
suddenly the violins broke into a 
wild song — "The Red Army 
Song."

The Mississippi River system of 


Inland waterways has

mately 600 operators of boats and 
barges, ranging from single ves- 
sels to large fleets. 


Shortly before the war, almost 


100,000 miles of petroleum pipe 
lines were in operation in the 
United States, representing an in- 
vestment of some $300-million.

Is America Blind? 


It is an ironical fact that Amer- 


ican communists and fellow trav- 
elers always scream to high heaven 
about their Constitutional rights 
when called to the witness stand. 
They fervidly embrace the protec- 
tions which the communist ide- 
ology, by its very essence, is de- 
termined to destroy. 


They have, of course, a perfect 


right to do this—the Constitution 
was drawn to defend the liberties 
of people of all political faiths, 
all races, and all creeds. But there 
is a grim humor in seeing it used 
as a defense by men and women 
who would destroy it. 


From the point of view of the 


Individual, there is little difference 
between a communist, a nazi. a 
fascist, or a falangist government. 
Every kind of totalitarian state is 
built on the same set of principles. 
Every one of them says, in effect, 
that the state is supreme and that 
the individual is nothing. There 
can be no such thing as personal 
liberty—the right to do. think and 
speak what one pleases. They are 
concerned with men and women 
only in the mass—as millions of 
slaves who may be used ruthlessly 
to advance the purposes of the 
state. 


In this country, the totalitarian 


forces are small in number. But 
they are extremely well organized, 
and they are adept at deception 
and deceit. They are skilled at 
waving the flag, and at demanding 
in the name of democracy m^as- 
ures which would destroy democ- 
racy. They are solidly behind every 
project which would weaken free 
enterprise, which would increase 
industrial strife, and which would 
pit class against class. The boring 
from within technique has been 
detailed anr1 perfected by the ad- 
vocates of the super-state 
from 


Marx on down. It is an essential 
prelude to revolution and internal 
chaos which permits a "strong 
man" to seize power. 


A nation can save itself from 


ultimate dictatorship in only one 
way--by 
aggressively 
fighting 


every movement which would in 
any way circumscribe economic 
and social freedom. There can be 


O Promise Me! 


A columnist who follows politi- 


cal doings recently wrote that 
much of the campaign emphasis 
this year will be mo.v and more 
benefits for the "little man"— 
which simply means promises of 
more and bigger "social gains" to 
be paid for out of public funds. 
There is nothing new in this---it 
simply repeats ap attern we have 
seen many times before. Nor is it 
a partisan matter—the candidates 
of all the parties will as usual 
sweat to outdo each other with 
promises when they get down to 
the business of bringing home the 
bacon in the form of votes. And it 
is not confined to the contest for 
the presidency—it filters down to 
all political levels, including cam- 
paigns for congress, for governor- 
ships, 
for 
county 
offices, 
for 


mayoralties. But it does reach 
its most aggravated form in a 
presidential election year when the 
outs are trymg to get in. and the 
ins are fighting to hold their prize. 


Just how seriously the .so-called 


"HUle man" regards the grandilo- 
quent political promise- which are 
held out to him is a moot question. 
But. by this time, everyone in the 
country who is able to read and 
do simple arithmetic must realize 
that all the "social gains", real 
and spurious, must be paid for. 
And the argument that the rich 
will do the paying los1 validity 
long ago—the grasping hand of 
:he tax collector reaches down to 
the lowest of income groups, and 
t always digs deep. It is the av- 
.•rage man and woman o' America 
—not a few hundred millionaires — 
who must pay practically all of 
the bills. And it is not merely a 
case of paying the -basic costs of 
big government. We must pay. in 
addition, enormous sums for the 
creation and perpetuation of a 
wasteful, overlapping bureaucracy 
which handles 'the administration. 
And, 
of greatest importance, we 


must pay in the more precious 
join of lost liberty, restricted op- 
portunity, the strangling of enter- 
prise in red tape, and all the 
other burdens that 
follow con- 


stantly greater centralization of 
government. 


Remember that next time a poli- 


tician, regardless of his party and 
the office he seeks, sings his siren 
song of more public "gifts" to the 
"little man". The old "social gains" 
theme may have 
an 
attractive 


ring—until the bill is presented, 
and then the "little man" will pay, 
not the vote seeker who promised 
a free party. It is really time for 
the voter to try and distinguish 
between the honest public official, 
and the professional politician.

Politicians' Radio 


Talk Not Subject to 
. Censorship Says FCC 


But Federal Bureau Abo 


Frees Stations of Finan- 


cial Liability 


The 
Federal ••Communications 


Commission has ruled that a radio 
station may not censor the content 
of political broadcasts, even when 
the material may appear to be 
libelous. 


The 
commission further 
ex- 


pressed the view that a station 
operator may not be held finan- 
cially responsible for such libelous 
matter going on the air. It said 
congress intended to forbid 'the 
operator from invoking censor- 
ship. 


"The actual speaker is of course 


completely liable for the contents 
of his remarks," the commission 
noted. 


The case at issue involved a 


renewal ot license for radio station 
WHLS at Port Huron, Mich. The 
commission announced that it pro- 
posed to renew the WHLS license 
following a two and one half year- 
study ot an instance in which the 
station refused all political broad- 
casts. 


Grew Out of City Election 


The case dates back to an April, 


1945. city election. 


A candidate for city commis- 


sioner obtained free time on WHLS 
to discuss a. proposed bond issue. 
After the broadcast, the station 
announced it would give equal 
time free, as provided by the law, 
to any responsible party desiring 
to present contrary views. 


However, some persons opposed 


to the candidate who spoke, Carl 
E. Murr, entered private objections 
to some of his statements. 
The 


station management, after looking 
over proposed scripts for future 
broadcasts, decided to refuse any 
additional free or paid time during 
the campaign. 


No "Willful Violation" 


The commission came into the 


case to decide whether censor- 
ship was involved. In yesterday's 
decision, the commission said the 
station had acted as a censor, but 
there was no evidence of "deliber- 
ate or willful attempt to violate" 
the communications statute. 


The commission said that "we 


are of the opinion that the pro- 
hibition against any censorship by 
licenses of political speeches by

value to prices paid for real es- 
tate m your county was 'K>',0 on 
the average and therefore directed 
your county clerk 
to multiply all 
assessed values by four. The valu- 
ations on which you would

taxes, unless you had your person- 
al property assessment 
corrected 


by the Board 
of Review, 
would 


then be .$10,000 for your farm and 
$20,000 of your personal property. 
You would be paying taxes on 
$20,000 wdvth of personal property 
that in fact was only worth S10,- 
000

individual 
assessmsnts within a 


county. The jemedy of the indi-

taxpayer is to determine 


from the pubished assessment lists 
whether his property 
has

assessed on a fair basis compared 
to other similar piopertics in the 
same area and if not, to try to get 
his assessment 
corrected by the 


Bucird of Review. If the Board of 
Review refuses to correct the as- 
sessment, then the taxpayer has 
final recoulso 
to 
the 
courts 


through payment 
of taxes under 
protest

Peace Depends Upon the

The frail body

Gandhi has been consumed in the 
white flames of the burmngrghat 
beside the sacred Jumna river, m 
an 
awesome 
but 
impressively 


beautiful ceremony

must see to understand. 


The Mahatma's body is gone— 


murdered by one who made the 
salaam of goodwill even as he 
fired the traitorous shots. 
But 


the spirit of 
this 
world-figure, 


whose last act as he sank dying 
to the ground was to give the sign 
of forgiveness to his assassin, still 


hveg within the hearts of the host 
who worshipped him. 


These circumstances present the 


Indian sub-continent, housing close 
to a hfth of the world's population, 
with a problem which is both 
momentous and unique. It is this: 


Spirit Among Hindus 


Can the spirit of Gandhi, the 


martyr, continue to exercise the 
same influence over the country's 
inflammable millions at, he has 
exercised in tile'' 
C<m Gandhi, 


dead, still hold in lea.sh the bitter, 
primitive hatreds 
which

plunge the Indian peninsula into 
the horror of a fratricidal stnfe 
such as the world nevci befoie has

Now that's not just an academic 


query. 
The question of whether 


Gandhi the martyr is as big as 
Gandhi alive is one of the giavcst 
of our troubled globe 
And it's 


one nobody can answer at the 
moment. Only time can tell, and 
pending its answer the anxiety 
must continue. 


Gandhi's assassination has em- 


phasized a complication m the 
Indian situation. We no longer are 
concerned merely with the com- 
munal warfare between the Hindus 
and the Moslems. There's a dan- 
gerous split among the Hindus, and 
they total about three-quarters of 
the sub-continent's population. 


Powerful Extreme Group 


The police of New Delhi, capital 


of the dominion of Hindu India 
where Gandhi was slain, have held 
Karayan Vinayak Godse as the 
Mahatma's assassin 
The authori- 


ties also have identified the ac- 
cused as a~member of the pohtico- 
r e l i g i o u s Hindu organization 
known as the Mahasabha 
This 


is a militant body which would 
change India into a religious state 
and revive the ancient Hindu laws 
and practices. 
It advocates India 


for the 
Hindus, and has been 


charged by government officials 
with increasing communal hatreds 
by means of anti-Moslem propa- 
ganda. 


Well, of course, all that is utter- 


ly opposed to the code of Gandhi 
and his followeis, including such 
leaders 
as 
Pandit 
Jawaharlal 


Nehru, 
prime minister 
of 
the. 


dominion of India. The Mahasabha, 
while powerful, 
is 
a 
minority 


organization. But that's not the 
whole story.
